Lexington, Ky. — I'nder favorable 
moisture conditions, the summer seed- 
ing of alfalfa is best done in Kentuck}- 
from August 10 to 20. according to 
Oeorge Rolierts, bead o fthe agronomy 
department of tbe Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Experiment Statioa. When seed- 
ed at this time of the year ,the crop us- 
ually follows wheat, oats, rye, early 
potntoeii or any other crop that comes 
off early. Farmers who expect to seed 
alfalfa this summer should prepare the 



ground for tt as early as possible. Mr. 
Roberts says. 

"The grouBd should be broken six 
or seven UMhss deep and worked down 
to a well pntverlsed, firm condition. 
It usually is a good plan to precede 
thp breaking bjr disking. At this time 
of the rear tt is also usually advisable 
to drag er barro wesch dayalireaklng 
in order to pulverise the clods before 
thpy dry out The soil should be bar- 
rowed after rains in order to conserve 
moisture. It also is desirable to har- 
row whenever young weeds or grasses 
eappenr siiirc alfalfa does not thrive in 
ilioir presence.

This may be done any time after 
tbe limestone is applied and previous 
to seeding and should be harrowed 
into the soil

practice to harnnv and roll the ground 
The seed should not be covered any 
deeped than Is necessary to get it in
